Heavy Rain-Storms Reported From 
all Parts of the State—Latest 
From Downtevtlle. 


[SPECIAL DISPATCHES TO THE EECOED-UNION.] 


SNOW, SLEET AND RAIN. 
Heavy Snow in the Mountains and Copi­ 
ous Rains iu the Valleys. 
S a n F ra n cisco, February 19ih.—Reports 
from railway officials at points on the Cen­ 
tral overland line from Colfax to Truckee, 
tell of a terrible storm on the mountains 
last night. It was bad enough in this city 
with heavy showers of rain and hail, but 
in the Sierras drifting snow and intense 
cold made the storm more severe. The 
snow came steadily down nearly all day 
yesterday and last night, and at 7 a. m. to­ 
day it was still falling all along the line 
from Aubnrn to Truckee, and probably be­ 
yond, although prostrate wires cansed a 
news blockade for poiuts east of Truckee. 
The new snow-fall at Truckee to-day meas­ 
ured five and a half feet, making the total 
depth ten feet on a level in that region. 
The snow-fall came as low down on the 
western slope as Auburn, where two and a 
half inches on a level was the measnrement 
early to-day. At this time nearly nineteen 
feet of snow was the report from Summit, 
about the same depth at Cisco, and four 
and a half feet down as far as Cold Kun. 
In the Siskiyou moun'ains, also, the 
storm raged last night. Toe snow came 
down as far as Delta, and piled np on the 
mountain canyoDS all the way to Ashland. 
Assistant General Superintendent Pratt is 
yet at the front, forcing his way very slowly 
toward the north. He has now been in 
that region for nearly five weeks, and those 
who know that his health lately has not 
been the best, cannot but praise his per­ 
severance. 
Assistant Superintendent of 
Track Curtis started to his aid lost night. 
He will direct (rack-clearing at Tunnel 9, 
uear Dunsmuir. 
The rain of last night makes the season’s 
total here to 7 a m . to-day, 35 09 iuclies. 
At Los Angeles the total is 35 42. at Mer­ 
ced 15 32 and at Redding 50 74. The total 
in this city last season, to date, was 12.42 
inches. 
The Donahus Hue is again blocked be­ 
yond Cloverdale, aud the people of Ukiah 
and Lakepcrt are said to be rather bard 
pressed for supplies. The country roads 
are in a dreadful shape, and grocers with 
large stocks are the only people who feel 
cheerful. Between Hopland and Ukiah 
snow is abundant, and where there is no 
snow, slides and soft track block traffic. 
E m ig r a n t Gap, February 19th.—The 
storm continues about the same as it has 
for the past forty-eight hours. Plows are 
keeping the road open. A plow left here 
this morning at 4:45 with eleven engines, 
and went throngh to Alta, returning from 
that point with train No. 3, that lett Sau 
Francisco Monday eveniDg. and will go 
through to Eureka without delay. The ro­ 
tary plow is doing good woik at the Cascade 
opemog, and a plow with seven engines is 
keeping the road open between Truckee 
and Summit. The westbound fast mail 
left Reno at 2 p. m , and will start west 
from Truckee on the arrival of the train 
that left Alta this morning. The trains 
that left San Francisco last evening are at 
Colfax, and will be started ea9t as soon as 
plows can arrive there to come out ahead 
of them. 
B lu e Ca n yo n, February 19:h.—It is slill 
snowing hard, with a light wind from the 
south. No. 3 of yesterday passed through 
here to-day at noon. The road is opea. 
Nothing but passenger trains are moving. 
Towles, February 19.h.—It is snowing 
hard. The fall for the last twenty-four 
hours is 3S inches; for the storm, 6 feet. At 
9 o’clock this morniDg train No. 3, east- 
bound, after tweutv-eight hours at Alta, 
left there with five locomotives led by a 
push-plow with nine engines, and has 
reached Blue Canyon, nine miles, with a 
doubtful prospect at present. No trains 
have passed west for thirty-eight hours. 
N ev ad a C it y , February 19.h .— Fourteen 
inches of snow has fallen for the last eight 
hours, and there are no signs of quiitiD g. 
A hail-storm last night, followed by a 
freeze, prevented the narrow guage train 
from leaving thi3 morning. Two engines 
and a snow-plow started from here at 6 a. 
m , and were over an hour getting out of 
the yord, and art still b u c k in g at drifts and 
cutting ice within a mile aud a half of 
town, with a slim prospect of getting over 
Town-talk Hill. Downieville yesterday 
got the first mail since Friday, a man on 
snow-shoes being all day carrying it from 
the Mountain House. No word can be 
heard from Sierra City as to the situation 
there, the wires being down. The worst is 
feared, as such storms generally bring 
snow-slides on the town. 
L a t e r—Four feet of snow ha3 fallen 
here ¡since Sunday morning, and still it 
comes. 
James Coorless, an aged hermit living 
between North Bloomfield and Moore’s Flat, 
Eeveral miles from neighbors, is missing. 
It is supposed he went into the woods io 
get fuel and was caught in the snow. 
Afler a hard day’s work, the narrow- 
gauge has been opened only a mile and a 
half from this end, but the fight will be 
carried on without res’ till Grass Valley, 
six miles away, is reached. The road is 
effectually blockaded, and will probably 
remain so till the weather changes radi­ 
cally, as any attempt to clear it to Colfax 
with the facilities at band wonld be a 
waste of time and money. Mail and ex­ 
press will be sent to-morrow by way of 
Marysville. 
G rass V a lle y, February 19th.—Three 
feet of snow on the level. It has been 
snowing all day. The Narrow Gauge Rail­ 
road will be blockaded for several days, 
from the outlook. The mines are closed 
down, because the ditch supplying water 
for power is closed. The snow is very light 
and there is no damage to buildings'. The 
end is apparently as far off as when the 
storm commenced. 
D o w n ie v ille , February 19th.—Four feet 
of new snow has fallen thus far during the 
prevailing storm. The average depth to­ 
day at Downieville is eight feet. The 
roads are blockaded. The mail and ex­ 
press is again packed by 9nowshoe carriers. 
Fears are entertained for the safely of 
Sierra City. There is no telegraphic com­ 
munication. 
O r o ville, February 19th.—Continuous 
rain to-day. Thermometer, 40°. Snow is 
falling low down on the hills. The river 
is rising slowly, and is not high yet, but a 
few degrees warmer with rain would make 
very high water. 
M a r y sv il l e, February 19th.—It is rain­ 
ing heavily this evening. The Yuba and 
Feather rivers are rising but are not high. 
Nearly three inches of rain has fallen since 
Friday. The total for the season is almost 
twenty-eight inches. 
N ico la u s, February 19th.—The rainfall 
since this rain began is 3.7S inches, and it 
is still raining hard. The Feather river is 
getting high. Hail has fallen every day, 
mixed with a little snow. 
Dixos, February 19th.—It has been 
raining steadily here all day. All the 
streams are rising rapidly and if the storm 
continues ail night many bridges will be 
washed away. All the cellars in the town 
are fall of water. Several merchants keep 
pumps running day and night and are un­ 
able to keep their basements clear. 
W o o dland, February 19tb.—The storm 
s ill continues. The fall bere for the storm 
ii 2 79 inches. 
M a r t in e z, February 19th.—It has been 
raining without intermission for the past 
twelve hours, raising the creeks higner 
than at any time thie winter. The iovr 
land is flooded. There are several land­ 
slides between here and Port Costa, and 
trains will not be able to come through to­ 
night. 
G ilr o y , February 19th.—The weather 
cleared for a few hours last night and then 
the rain commenced pouting down again, 
lasting, with snort interval», all day. ana 
the prospects are for a stormy night to { 
come. The precipitation for the storm now t 


reaches three and a half inches, and for the 
season thirty-three inches. 
Mariposa (via Merced), February 19th.— 
Three inches of snow fell here lsst night. 
The wind is southerly and the weather un­ 
settled. The Merced stage was one hour 
behind time. The roads are rough. 
SAN FRANCISCO. 
The Body Found on the Reach Near 
Fort Point Identified. 
San Francisco, F-bruary 19th.—The re­ 
mains found near Fort Point last Sunday 
were identified to-day as those of John 
Somps. who disappeared about three weeks 
ago. Somps was to have shortly married 
Eugenia Deaprtz, and no cause is known 
why he drowned himself, unless it. was that 
he was financially entbarassed.

FRANCE TAKES A HAND. 
The Portuguese Claim a Revolution is 
Imminent. 
Lisbon, February 19:h.—There is very 
serious news regarding the foelittg of ihe 
Lisbon populace. Mr. Lincoln offered to 
mediate, but Senor Frietas’ instructions 
prevented a tangible promise. 
Salisbury shielded himself behind the 
well-known opinion of the Queen and 
Freitas ssys that unless Lord Salisbury ad­ 
mits the justice of the Portuguese claims a 
revolution is imminent in Lisbon. 
President Carnot lecenlly received Min­ 
ister Lincoln in private before his return to 
London. Mr. Lincoln considers the Port­ 
uguese claims untenable, but in spite of 
Lincoln's mediation France will support 
P rtugal, beeanse f >r centuries she has ex­ 
ercised the right of apportioning the terri­ 
tory of the native chiefs, and the Catholic 
missionaries are twice as numerous as the 
American and Euglish. 
Carnot is determined that the French in 
Africa, whether missionaries or not, must 
not be insuited by English agents. 
M. 8puller, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
has been instructed to dtcline any 
further part in the Belgian conference oñ 
the ground that England refuses to define 
the limit of the teiritory assigned to the 
Portuguese and other European interests. 
GHASTLY SPECTACLE. 
Nine Cliinamen Hehearted and Five 
Strangled at Pekin. 
L o n d o n, February 19th. — Dispatches 
from Shanghai give "the details of a whole­ 
sale execution of criminals which took 
place recently in Pekin. Tne condemned 
were fourteen in number, and were carried 
to the place of execution in wagons. They 
were dressed in red, their hands tied behind 
them, and a heavy chain fas’ened around 
their necks. At the place of execution the 
wagons stopped and an Imperial Commis­ 
sioner read the decree of cocdemna.ion. 
Nine of the prisoners were to be beheaded 
and five to be hanged. 
The former were placed in front of the 
place destined to receive their bodies. 
Their facts were painted red, their red 
clothes were stripped from them, and each 
one was forced to dig a grave for himself 
two feet in depth. The subsequent work 
of the executioner was speedy, and in a 
very few moments r.ine were beheaded aud 
five strangled. The bodies of the lafter 
were stretched on the ground, and the offi­ 
cers pinned on each a large paper giving 
the name and crime of the condemned. 
Later the bodies were exposed to he the 
prey of carrion birds. 
An immense throng ffocked to Pekin 
from the neighboring country to witness 
the executions.____________

Meanwhile the Reagan bill had gene to 
the Senate Commerce Committee, which 
c.-mmiltee also asked Secretary Bb.ine for 
information upon the subject ar.d the 
House cotnmi'tee, which had Vandever’s 
bill under consideration, also wanted to 
know about it, but to all these requests 
Secretary Blair.e has remained dumb. 
The secret of this reticence on the part of 
the State Department is said to lie in ihe 
fact that Minister Romero Las ob’ained the 
ear of the delegates to Ihe Pan-American 
Congress, and has been diligently friing 
then: full of the id- a that the United Stetea 
is beginning to cast longing eyes upon a 
slice of Mexican territory. Romero hoping 
thus to gain something substantial for 
M-xico from the dehgrUes. and Secretary 
Bhiue hesiiatc-s to move in the matter, for 
feir that such movement may further the 
designs of the Mexican Minisitr. 
Another thing that may precipitate a 
complication with Mexico at any time lies 
in the solution of the, irrigation problem 
iu the Rio Grande valley. Under existing 
arrangements nearly all the water is taken 
out of the river before it reaches the border 
to irrigate lands io New Mexico, and Mex­ 
ican land-ownets below El Paso del Norte 
have entered a very serious protest with 
their Government against this state of 
things. 
The matter has not come officially before 
the State Department yet, but the attention 
of Congress has been called to it, and a bill 
Las been introduced providing for the con­ 
struction of an immense dam to store the 
water at El Paso, and the appointment o! 
an internation Commission to apportion 
the supply between the two countries.

THE CHTJECH AND THE SCHOOLS. 


The news is that a clerical of high station 
in the Catholic Church informed the faith­ 
ful from a pulpit in Newark, on Sunday, 
that they must remove their children from 
the common schools at once under pain of 
excommunication and refusal of absolu 
tion. It is the right, in this free country, 
of Monsignor Doane to declare this order, 
and preach that the common schools are 
ungodly 
because there is not taught 
therein a churchly code of morals. No 
one will question the 
right or pro­ 
priety of any church establishing par­ 
ochial schools. But if the order reierred 
to is to be construed as an assault upon the 
American school system, the Catholic 
authority has made a mistake that will 
have very different results from those in­ 
tended. If, on the other hand, denial is 
made that this is an assault, but it still re­ 
mains that a demand is to be renewed for 
division of the school funds, the church 
will still miss its aim. 
The Catholic Church is not alone in its 
denunciation of the American common 
school 
system 
as 
error, because 
of 
the omission ot the teaching referred 
to. There are other sects that hold 
to the same doctrine, and the people 
are content that they shall adhere to it so 
long as they leave the school system alone. 
It is a part of the public policy of the 
States of the nation that the children of 
the rich and the poor alike shall have free 
tuition in schools maintained by common 
taxation. That they are purely, inten­ 
tionally, secular schools is the vital prin­ 
ciple of their strength. It is not required 
of any man that he shall place his chil­ 
dren in these schools; the States simply 
supply the means for instruction closing 
with the grammar grades, here and there 
adding a higher free course. That system 
is to endure as a fundamental of the Amer 
can republic, and no assault by theologians 
is to wreck it. 
If churches believe it their duty to 
withdraw the children of their faith from 
these schools it will not of necessity affect 
the latter ; if the withdrawal, however, is 
intended to signalize an effort to exempt 
from the support of the common schools 
those who do not use them, then the time 
has arrived to advance the declaration 
that it will not be tolerated. The com­ 
mon school system is to be maintained at 
the cost of all the people as an institution 
of free government. The taxpayer with­ 
out children is required to contribute to 
it equally with those who avail directly 
of its benefits; the citizen who sends his 
children to private institutions, equally 
with the citizen who places his children in 
the public schools, is taxed for the main­ 
tenance of the system; not because of the 
open privilege he has to use the schools, 
but upon the broad policy of the republic 
that intelligence is the foundation u x>n 
which to build the character of citizens, 
that ignorance and vice are twins and lie 
at the root of community demoralization 
and decay; that the free secular instruc­ 
tion of the children cf the nation is a mat­ 
ter of concernment to all the people, and 
is not prosecuted with a view of distrib­ 
uting the cost of the educational system 
according to the immediate benefits to in­ 
dividuals who send children to the schools. 
It is to be hoped that the question of the 
secularity of the free schools is not to be 
forced upon the country again by church­ 
men, but it is impossible to pass over the 
declaration of Mgr. Doane, which, with 
the recent declarations of church author­ 
ities, gives color to the fear that a defense 
of the American common-school system 
against clerical assault is again to become 
necessary. One of the significant evi­ 
dences to be added to the declaration of 
the Monsignor is the expression of the 
Catholic World, of New York, which re­ 
cently, in opposing the confirmation of 
Mr. Morgan as an Indian Commissioner, 
urged Catholics to labor for his defeat be­ 
cause he proposed “a specious and insidious 
plan—the placing of Indian schools upon 
the same basis as the public schools,” and 
the World added immediately this ques­ 
tion, “Is he for an instant to be tolerated ?” 
The late encyclical of the Pope, just pre­ 
ceding as it did the declaration of a Prince 
of his household, is not calculated to les­ 
sen the apprehension referred to, though 
it is probably true that the references in 
that letter as to conflict of duties to 
Church and State referred mainly to the 
political issues in Italy, and was intended 
to strengthen the Pope’s side in his own 
eoantry. Even with that as the main pur­ 
pose, it was a sad mistake on the part of 
tha Vatican, and 
the result will 
be 
again as it has been, that the Ital­ 
ian Catholic Nationalists and the Papal 
Catholic will divide and the strength 
and the majority will be with the Na­ 
tionalists. 
Nevertheless, the letter was 
addressed to all Bishops and it is impos­ 
sible to pass it by as not of high import­ 
ance in this country. If the letter is ap­ 
plied to American politics, and the divi­ 
sion of school funds is demanded as a se­ 
quence to the Doane declaration, the can­ 
didate for a legislative position who does 
obeisance to the head of the Church, in 
recognition of its right to dictate his po­ 
litical course where there is apparent com 
flict between State and Church policy, 
would be bound to say that if elected he 
would vote for division. AVe believe with 
our contemporary, the New York Timtet, 
that “bo sensible and patriotic American, 
Catholic or not, would vote for such a can­ 
didate.'” When the officials of the Church 
claim, as they did at the Baltimore Con­ 
gress, that there is a prejudice in Americi 
against the Church by nan-adherents, they 
are mistaken. Only such doubt of the pol­ 
icy of the church exists »a the minds of 
the latter edass, as the eaeyclical and the 
declaration «f Monsignor Doane and the 
expression of the official press justify. It 
is justifiable to reach the ooseluslon that 
this doubt is entertained by a large num­ 
ber of devout communicants of th e 'church 
also, who look upon the recent declara­ 
tion as unwise, aud representative o( mis­ 
conception on the part of Home, of the 
spirit of republican institutions, and the 
practice of free, tolerant government. 
No one will take issue with any dass 
concerning the religions instruction of the 
children of adherents of the churches. On 
the contrary, the moral teaching of chil­ 
dren, training in religious duties, the j 
molding of youthful minds to the faith o f, 
the parents, are personal obligations re- j 
spected by all classes of people in the ¡ 
United States, and that are held here to <

ever to do with the faith of parents and in summary of signal Service Observations 
no wise infringes upon their guaranteed

such faith as they desire, nor does it limit 
their opportunities to do so. It is a sys­ 
tem as independent of creeds and religious 
codes as is the political constitution of the 
republic itself, and so it must remain. 
Abandonment of it will mean the surren­ 
der of a fundamental principle of free 
government, and the eventual submission 
of the political state to the mandates of 
whatever church or sect may dominate in 
the several State sovereignties. 


MAKING CITIZENS.

In yesterday’s R ecord-U n ion there 
was published a letter from the Superior 
Judge of Solano county, in which that 
jurist pointed out what this journal has 
frequently called attention to in the last 
few years, that while the naturalization 
laws unquestionably may be improved by 
amendment, their abuse in the present is 
largely due to the failure of the Courts to 
satisfy themselves, as the law intended 
they should be, that applicants are fit per­ 
sons to be invested with the toga of citi­ 
zenship. 
Certainly the point made by the Judge 
is strong wherein he claims that the pro­ 
bationary period of five years was intended 
to give the applicant an opportunity to 
fully and fairly inform himself concerning 
the order of the government to which he 
proposes to attach himself, and to become 
acquainted with the principles that under­ 
lie it, and therefore it is the duty of the 
Court to ascertain if he has improved it. 
As the law now stands, and probably 
that respect it cannot be thoroughly 
amended, the Courts must take the state­ 
ment of the applicant that he is attached 
to the principles of the republic. Evidence 
of a negative character, however, might be 
adduced to contradict the applicant if he 
has been engaged in overt acts calculated 
to show that he is not, in truth, sincere in 
his declaration, or, indeed, his expressions 
may be introduced to contradict his state­ 
ment in Court. But, unfortunately, there 
is no one whose business it is to search out 
and produce such evidence if it exists, and 
for that very reason the R ecord-U nion 
has contended that it should be made the 
duty of some official to appear against the 
applicant and resist his application. If he 
is sincere, if he is a man of good moral 
character, orderly disposed and otherwise 
fit to become a citizen, he can take no 
harm by such resistance, for these are facts 
to which his conduct and expression in the 
probationary period ought to testify. 
But, as Judge Buckles says, in the ab­ 
sence of such resistance, it certainly is the 
duty of the Court to examine the appli­ 
cant severely and thoroughly. It is noto­ 
rious that in the majority of cases this is 
not done, for, as our corresponden* puts it, 
Judges are too easily satisfied of the fitness 
of the candidate for the honors of citizen­ 
ship. This is in fact the rule. There are 
some notable exceptions in which Judges 
take infinite pains to ascertain by personal 
catechising of the applicant whether he 
understands what he is doing; whether he 
has fair comprehension of the system of 
our government; whether there is in his 
mind any reservation; whether he ac­ 
knowledges the edicts of any church, soci­ 
ety or organization as superior to the laws 
of the land; whether he honestly for­ 
swears allegiance to all foreign potentates, 
princes and rulers; whether he under­ 
stands how our laws are made and is 
conscious of his obligation to obey and 
maintain them, even to the extent of tak­ 
ing up arms against any other power or 
authority; whether he is tainted with 
anarchism or has been convicted of any in­ 
famous offense; whether he has read, or 
heard read, the Constitution of the United 
States and of the State, and sincerely in­ 
tends to defend them if called upon so to 
do. All these and other matters the 
Court should ascertain by such question­ 
ing of the applicant as it see3 fit to en­ 
gage in. 
As a matter of fact, the practice of 
“making voters” is largely pro forma, i 
mere perfunctory proceeding, and not en 
gaging the attention of the Courts to even 
the extent that they would be interested 
in ascertaining the truth concerning i 
charge of petit larceny. There are, for­ 
tunately, some Courts that esteem the 
office of investing a man with the regalia 
of citizenship as one of the most important 
and solemn of their duties, but that these 
are few is, as we have said, notorious. 
Happily we have reason to believe that 
greater strictness is insisted upon in Sac­ 
ramento county than in very many juris­ 
dictions, and that the effort is made to 
check the proforma naturalizations. What 
is needed is more Judges who, like the 
few who do their whole duty in this mat­ 
ter, turn away applicants who are not 
clearly fit in all respects to be invested 
with the privileges of American citizen­ 
ship. 
So long, however, as this matter is left 
to the discretion of the Courts, and the 
Courts are the result of political choice, 
and the Judges are compelled to dicker 
with politicians, we may not expect re­ 
form unless the naturalization laws are 
so amended as to require an appearance 
in behalf of the people to be made against 
the applicants to test their capacity to as­ 
sume the new and lofty function for which 
they are ambitious. Had we the making 
of the laws, this would not be the limit of 
amendment and improvement. 
On the 
contrary, the probationary period should 
be greatly extended, and something more 
than the formal testimony of two conveni­ 
ent witnesses should be presented to the 
Courts in support of the application. In 
deed, we would so order the proceeding 
that public notice for some considerable 
period should lie given with great pub­ 
licity of the intention of applicants to 
ask for the office of the citizen. 
If absent heirs, minors, creditors and 
others in lesser proceedings of prtsbaie and 
baakruptcy and the like, are protected by 
pukdic published notice and by appearance 
bv special representatives of the law, be­ 
fore their rights can be passed upon in the 
interests of others, how much more is it 
important that the people of the Uoked 
States through wide publicity should have 
notice of the intention of a stranger on a 
certain day to appear and ask admission 
to the household of free men. If one must, 
during the many years of young manhood, 
refrain from the exercise of the elective 
franchise, because of the assumption of the 
law that it is necessary probation to well 
inform him concerning the office of the 
American citizen, how much important ÍÍ 
is that one not native born, one raised in 
an atmosphere foreign to the principles of 
self-government, should reside in his new

RIYRTT RODTED. 


THE JUEY DECIDE THAT HE MADE A 
SEEIOUS BLUNDEB, 


A nd Com m itted an Infraction of the Law 
—A V erdict of Guilty on.the Charge 
of M isdem eanor. 


Justice Henry’s Court-room was crowded 
yesterday morning with witnesses and 
jurors summoned in the case of the people 
against H. W. Rivett, ex-Quartermaster of 
the First Artillery Regiment, charged with 
unlawfully retaining in his possession cer­ 
tain articles, the property of the State, and 
refusing to give them up when ordered so 
to do by the officers of the regiment. A 
venire for twenty-five jurors had been is­ 
sued, and all but two of them responded. 
Major Clinton L. White, Judge-Advocate 
of the brigade, represented the defendant, 
and District Attorney Bruner conducted 
the prosecution. Mr. White wanted to try 
the case before a jury of eight, and there 
being no objection on the part of the prose­ 
cution, the following were accepted: T. A. 
Atwood, P. Nash, N. S. Bennett, Y. F. 
Gunn, C. D. Wingate, F. McFadden, Aaron 
Wilson and Warren Starr. 
In opening the case, Mr. Bruner ex­ 
plained to the jury the nature of the 
charge—that of refusing to give up State 
property when a demand had been made 
therefor. Mr. White tor the defense, ad­ 
mitted that the property belonged to the 
State; that it was of the value alleged in 
the complaint; that the defendant had been 
and still was in possession of the property, 
and that he refused to surrender it upon 
demand. 
Colonel Guthrie, Commander of the regi­ 
ment, took the stand and described the 
property as consisting of ranges, dishes, 
cooking utensils, canvas, saddles, bridles 
and other articles used by the regiment at 
its summer encampment. The defendant 
had been, up to a short time ago, Quarter­ 
master of the regiment, and he was re­ 
sponsible for the sale-keeping and care of 
the property. 
The case for the prosecution then rested, 
and the defendant was placed on the stand. 
One of the first questions asked by his at­ 
torney was: 
"Why did you refuse to give up the prop­ 
erty when a demand was made for it?” 
The defendent replied that he had been 
advised the he had a lien on it for storage. 
Mr. Bruner moved to strike out the an­ 
swer, as not being responsive to the ques­ 
tion. The advice which the defendant’s 
attorney might have given him would not 
serve as the defendant’s answer to the 
question. 
Argument followed on the point, and 
Judge Henry ordered the objectionable part 
of the answer stricken out. 
Mr. White then asked the defendant if 
he had received any compensation for keep­ 
ing the stores. 
Mr. Bruner objected again, and cited the 
provisions of the law to the effect that a 
lien could not be placed on property be­ 
longing to the State. Mr. Rivett, he said, 
knew the proper manner in which to pre­ 
sent his claim, but he had not done so, and 
still refused to give up the property. Mr. 
Bruner argued that the defendant should 
have yielded to the demand upon its pres­ 
entation, and claimed that a serious state of 
affairs would have resulted had a riot oc­ 
curred in this city, and the militia, being 
called upon to suppress it, had been unable 
to get their guns, ammunition, saddles and 
other articles necessary to prepare them­ 
selves for duty. 
Mr. White argued that the case was one 
where intent would have to be shown, and 
that Mr. Rivett believed he had as perfect a 
right to hold the property, until paid for 
his storage, as if it belonged to a private in­ 
dividual. He did not believe the State 
ought to "bum" the storage, if a private 
citizen could not, and the question he con­ 
sidered a proper one. 
The Coart sustained the objection, and 
Mr. White took an exception. 
Mr. Bruner consulted for a moment with 
Lieutenant Maydwell, of the Adjutant- 
General’s office, by whom the charge was 
sworn to, and then agreed that the defend­ 
ant could answer any of the questions 
which had been asked by his attorney, but 
to which objections had been made and 
sustained. 
Mr. Rivett then stated that although no 
contract had been made and nothing agreed 
upon about payment for the storage, he 
had taken the property to his warehouse 
and kept it there, expecting to put in a bill 
at the expiration of his term. He bad not 
put it in sooner because he thought the 
storage might stop if he did. He has kept 
the articles about two years and a half, and 
his bill was at the rate of about $2 per 
month, which he considered reasonable. 
He kept other property on storage for 
which he charged twenty-five cents per 
month to each party. 
Mr. Bruner asked the defendant if it was 
not his duty, as Quartermaster, to take 
care of the property and keep it in order, 
and whether or not he did not take it to 
his warehouse of his own accord and with­ 
out orders. 
Mr. Rivett replied that he did. but no 
one had ordered him to remove it from his 
storehouse. 
Mr. Bruner then asked : "Why did you 
not, when you had a disagreement some 
weeks ago, in which you had to refund 
$80 to the regiment, present your bill for 
storage if you intended then to charge foi 
the keeping of the property?” 
The defendant answered that he did not 
think of it then. 
Colonel Guthrie testified that just before 
breaking camp last year he ordered Quar­ 
termaster Rivett to have everything shipped 
to the Armory and stored there, but that 
his order was not obeyed, and the goods 
were again taken to Mr. Rivett’s home. 
He met the defendant afterward, and asked 
him why his orders had been disobeyed, 
and was told that he (Rivett) could more 
easily take care of the property if he kept it 
at his store-house, and that it would not 
cost the regiment anything. This was 
thought to be a good enough arrangement, 
and the property was left at Riveti's place. 
After Colonel Guthrie’s testimony was 
concluded a recess was taken till 1:30 p . m. 
After recess Assistant District Attorney 
A. J. Bruner made the opening argument 
for the prosecution, and was followed by 
Mr. White for the defense. The latter 
found fault with the law, if it provided that 
the State had any more rights than private 
individuals, and also claimed that a civil 
action against Rivett would have been 
more proper than the criminal prosecution 
which had been instituted by the military 
authorities. 
District Attorney El wood Bruner made the 
closing argument for the prosecution. Hedid 
not go into the details, he said, because the 
case was too plain. The Legislature had 
added special sections to the Penal Code 
E 
roviding that nobody bad a right to wilh- 
old militia property under any considera­ 
tion. and any person doing so was guilty of 
misdemeanor. 
Justice Henry's instructions to the jury 
were very brief and pointed. He said the 
only question left for the jury to decide, 
under the law in the matter, was whether 
or not Rivett’s possession of the property 
was unlawful. 
The jury, after considerable deliberation, 
rendered i verdict of guilty. 
_ 
Justice Henry will to-day determine what 
Mr. Rivett’s punishment shall be. The 
general impression is that a nominal fine 
only will be imposed, as the chief purpose 
of the regimental officers was to have ju­ 
dicially established the fact of their right 
to demand property of the regiment by 
whomsoever it may be held. 
MYERS’ LOTS. 
H e W ants the City to Com prom ise on Its 
Lien Thereon. 
Hiram W. Johnson appeared before the 
Board of Trustees yesterday on behalf 
of F. D. Myers, who owns certain property 
in the block between Fourth and Fifth, P 
and Q streets, and stated that the city 
claimed a lien of about $1,000 on some lots 
there, for their partial improvement, which 
operated as an obstacle against their fur­ 
ther improvement. Mr. Johnson claimed 
that the lien could not legally be enforced, 
but rather ’.ban have any litigation over 
the matter, Mr. Myers desired to com­ 
promise with the Board for a leaser sum 
than the city’s claim. As things stood the 
lien operated as a cloud upon a title, and 
Mr. Myers t’esired to have it removed, so 
the propertv might be improved. 
Trajee Wolf said the city had several 
s u c h liens on lots that it ha<í tilled at its 
own expense, and he did not think it safe 
to set a precedent in such cases. 
Mr Johnson said the hens had remained 
unenforced for about eight years, and if 
the Board was disposed to push the matter 
Mr Mvers was ready to test it. Mr. 3iyers

8 Mayor Gregory said that if the [city’s 


claim was $1,000 he would be williDg to 
compromise for $500. It would cost tbe 
difference to fight the matter in the Courts. 
It appears that some years ago the Trus­ 
tees ordered a large number of low lots 
filled, and those now owned by Mr. Myers 
were among them. The mandate of the 
Board was not complied with, and the city 
went ahead and had the lots partially im­ 
proved or reclaimed. The turn expended 
on those since purchased by Mr. Myers was 
something in excess of $1,000. ' When 
Myers purchased the property this cloud 
rested over it, and the purchase price was 
consequently lower that it would otherwise 
have been. 
Mr. Johnson admitted this fact, and said 
that Myers did not want the claim remitted, 
but thought it should be reduced. It was 
desired that the Board would either at 
tempt to enforce its claim in Coart or settle 
it on a reasonable basis, as the property 
could not be sold and improved as it stands 
at present. In this wav, argued Mr. John­ 
son, progress is retarded and the city’s in­ 
terests suffer. The claim had existed for 
many years, and had not benefited the city’s 
treasury. H e hoped the Trustees, if they 
could not be induced to compromise the 
case, would go ahead and bring the matter 
to an iBsne. 
Trustee Wolf replied that the Board was 
not “kicking” at all. It was in no hurry, 
as it was on top. If Mr. Myers wanted to 
sell or otherwise derive profit from his in­ 
vestment, it was for him to move in the 
matter. 
Finally, at Mr. Johnson’s request, the 
Board agreed to consider the matter, and 
see if it could offer Mr. Myers any reduc­ 
tion on its lien. 
TAXES AND ELECTION. 
Tlie Trastees Postpone Action on Both 
Till Friday. 
There was a special meeting of the City 
Board of Trustees yesterday afternoon, at 
which all the members were present. The 
meeting had been called for the purpose of 
receiving tbe reply of tbe Board of Educa­ 
tion to the Trustees’ modest request tor that 
body to make the city a present of the 
Perry Seminary property, and possibly to 
issue the call for the coming city election, 
with tbe additional possibility of making 
the tax levy for the ensuing year. 
The meeting was called for half past 10 
o'clock, but Mayor Gregory was delayed 
an hour. On the Board being called to 
order the following communication from 
the Board of Education, was read : 
lb the Honorable Board of Trustee# of the City of 
Sacramento: At a special meeting of tbe City 
Board of Education, held at their office this date, 
it was 
Resolved, That the Board is not inclined to 
present to the City Trustees the building known 
as the “Perry Seminary," together with the lot 
on which it is situated, but said building and lot 
is offered for sale to the highest bidder. It was 
further 
Resolved, That the necessities of this Depart­ 
ment imperatively demand a tax levy of thirty- 
five cents on the 8100; and, in accordance with 
the law regulating and fixing such rate, your 
Honorable Board is earnestly but respectfully 
asked to grant such rate.

Secretary City Board of Education. 
Trustee Wolf moved that the communi­ 
cation be placed on file, and action in tbe 
matter deferred until such time as the tax- 
levy is made. 
Commissioners Beatty and Sparrow 
Smith submitted a written request for a 
tax-levy of I cent on the $100 for the sink­ 
ing and interest fund. 
The matter of calling the city election 
was postponed until Friday, in order to get 
the opinion of the Attorney-General as to 
the application of the State law to city 
elections, regarding the number of polling 
precincts required. 
Trustee Wolf moved that supplemental 
regis'ers be printed at once. 
This was withdrawn and the matter held 
until the special meeting on Friday. 
The Board then adjourned. 
THE HOLLOW SQUARE. 
An A w kw ard Thing to H url on tlie En- 
em v in Certain Cases. 
Major Clinton L. White is an honored 
member of the National Guard. He is also 
a member of the Brigade staff and its Jndge 
Advocate, but apparently the Major has not 
recently applied himself closely to the 
study of his military catechism, or if he 
has, he somehow overlooked that portion 
of it which treats of "hollow squares” and 
the manner of their formation. 
In his argument yesterday in the Rivett 
case he referred to District Attorney Bru­ 
ner’s picture of the awful results that 
might have followed the precipitation of a 
riot in the city, with ex-Quartermaster 
Rivett holding and refusing to surrender 
the arms and accoutrements of the militia. 
"Why,” said Major White, “if such an 
emergency had arisen and ex Quarter­ 
master Rivett had refused under such cir­ 
cumstances to surrender the materials of 
war (or words to that effect), the Colonel 
could order his troops to form a hollow 
square and charge with fixed bayonets on 
the storehouse and secure their property.” 
Most of the spectators present were mem­ 
bers of the citizen soldiery, and when they 
heard the Major tell how troops forming a 
hollow square might march on a given 
point, their battle scared faces became at 
first suffused with blushes, which finally 
gave way to merry smiles. It so happens 
that when soldiers form a hollow square it 
is with their faces outward, and if a hollow 
square were formed in front of the Rivett 
storehouse, and the troops ordered for­ 
ward, three sides of the square would 
march directly away from the objective 
point, leaving the other side to bear the 
brunt of the assault. 
The possibility of such an awkward sit­ 
uation was what made Major White’s fel- 
low-soldiers laugh. 
Fostoftice Superintendent. 
A committee representing the Councils 
of the Federated Trades in this city has 
been circulating a petition among the more 
prominent citizens for tbe appointment of 
Durham Sprague as Superintendent of 
Construction for the new Government Post­ 
office bnilding. 
They have secured about 150 names of 
leading citizens and firms, together with a 
resolution of the Republican City Central 
Committee, indorsing Mr. Sprague for the 
place. 
The petition was last night mailed to

RAGING 
ELEMENTS. 


SNOW FALLING AT A TERRIBLE RATE 
:IN THE SIERRA NEVADA. 


The R ailroad, However, K eeping the 
Road C lear in the T eeth of 
the Storm . 


There is little change in the situation on 
the line of the Central Pacific throngh the 
8ierras. 
At last accounts last night the storm 
was still raging, with no immediate pros­ 
pect of abating. Snow was falling heavily, 
and a strong wind blew the snow abont in 
clouds, burying the track in many places. 
The railroad company, however, is keeping 
the storm well in hand, and so far has suc­ 
ceeded in keeping the road partly clear. 
The moment the storm lets up, trains will 
resume their trips on schedule time, as 
there will be no obstacles—at least such is 
the outlook at present. 
The rotary plow continued on duty at 
Cascade all day yesterday and last night, 
and succeeded in keepiug the troublesome 
cut clear. In order to do this, the plow 
had to make a trip oyer the mile-and-a- 
half stretch every two hours. The start 
would be made from the west end, and the 
plow would proceed east until throngh the 
cut. Then she would back down rapidly 
to the starting point before the snow had 
time to obstruct her path. The remainder 
of the road is taken care of by the old-style 
pnsh-plows and the army of shoyelers. 
One of these plows, which was detailed 
for duty between Alta and Emigrant 
Gap, started out yesterday morning from 
the former place, and got along nicely 
nntil it reached a point about a mile west 
of Emigrant Gap. Here a snow-bank was 
encountered which had drifted in upon 
the track where the snow-sheds were 
broken. The plow was bnried deep in the 
bank, and conld only be extricated after 
several hours of hard work by a large force 
of shovelers. By evening the plow reached 
Emigrant Gap, and from that place it was 
ordered farther on East. The plow had 
only proceeded a short distance when it 
ran into another bank and buried again. 
At last accounts last night the shovelers 
were at work digging out the plow. 
An idea of the amonnt of snow which 
fell yesterday may be gained from the re­ 
port of the crew in charge of the rotary at 
Cascade. They state that, though they 
passed over the track every two hours, they 
found twenty inches of snow on tbe track 
each time. What the depth would have 
been by this time had not the plow 
patrolled the track can only be conjectured. 
The snowfall reaches from Truckee to 
Auborn. Tbe fall at the former place yes­ 
terday was five and a half feet, making the 
total depth ten feet on a level in that re­ 
gion. 
More shovelers are being constantly sent 
up to the front to join the already immense 
army. One hundred more came np from 
San Francisco last night, and were joined 
by 140 new ones who were gathered in this 
city. One hundred and forty of these go 
direct to Towles this morning, and the re­ 
mainder go to Bine Canyon. 
The telegraphic wires are prostrated at 
many points along the line, and in conse­ 
quence news from the front is scarce. 
No trains started for the East last night 
or yesterday from this city. The one 
which arrived from 8an Francisco last 
night was held here, and may go out this 
morning if the ontlook is favorable. No 
trains which are westbound have come fur­ 
ther than Truckee. 


RATHER DISCOURAGING. 
A G eneral Downpour of Rain, and the 
B arom eter Falling* 
The rainfall for the twenty-four hours 
ending at 5 p. m. yesterday was 1.28 inches, 
making for this storm 2.96 inches, and tor 
the year 9.58 inches, while the total for the 
season aggregates 26 57 inches, as against 
9.94 inches to the first of March last year. 
The signal service barometer at 5 a. m. 
and 5 p. m. yesterday was 29 94 and 29 86 
inches, showing that instrument to be fall­ 
ing. The barometer yesterday was low 
along the Pacific Slope north to the Straits 
of Juan del Faca, with southerly winds 
and stormy weather prevailing. 
The highest and lowest temperature yes­ 
terday was 46* and 38°, while for the same 
time last year it was 58° and 34°. The 
highest and lowest one year ago to-day was 
64° and 38°. 
The temperature at 5 a. m. and 5 p. m. 
yesterday was 40° and 44°, with rain from 
the rising of the sun to the going down 
thereof, it being a genuine rainy day. 
STATE BOARD OF TRADE. 
M ayor G regory or Sacram ento to be tlie 
Next President. 
After incorporation was decided on at 
the recent meeting of the State Board of 
Trade’s Executive Committee, at San Fran­ 
cisco, the plan was consummated by the 
election of the following Directors: E. J- 
Gregory of Sacramento, A. F. Jones of 
Oroville, A. T. Hatch of Suisnn, George D. 
Fiske of Woodland, W. H. Mills of San 
Francisco, G. M. Francis of Napa, A. A. 
Hibbard of Chico, N. P. Chipman of Red 
Bluff, D. McPherson of Santa Cruz. N. C. 
Hanscom of San Andreas and J. S. Emery 
of Oakland. 
. 
It was recommended that at the meeting 
in two weeks E. J. Gregory be chosen 
President; W. H. Mills, First Vice-Presi­ 
dent; N. P. Chipman, Second Vice-Presi­ 
dent; A. Caminetti of Amador, Secretary: 
John Q. Brown, General Manager, and 
that a collector and solicitor be appointed 
at reasonable compensation. The salary 
of the General Manager was fixed at $200 
per month, and that of Secretary at $150 
per month. The Grangers’ Bank was se­ 
lected as a place of deposit for all funds.

tional Silver Convention at St. Louis last 
fall. 
Edw ard Curtts, of San Francisco, bad 
th e m eeting in charge, and w ith him were 
General W arner, of Ohio, C hairm en of 
th e National 8ilver Committee, and ex­ 
Congressman Thom as Fitch, of Nevada. 
M r. Curtis called the m eeting to order, 
and 
ex-Postmaster-General 
Jam es was 
elected Chairm an. 
Jame3 m ade a brief address a n d eaid that 
hi3 leaniD g had always been in the oppo­ 
site direction, but he wss in favor of free 
speech and wished to hear both skies of the 
question. 
General W arner m ade a short address 
and was followed by Thom as Fitch, Ne­ 
vada’s “ silver-tongued” orator. Below is 
given a brief synopsis of his rem ark s: 
In this republic nature has given us the 
grandest heritage of the ages, and we are 
m isusing the gift. W e are breathing an 
A m erican atm osphere that God has filled 
w ith healthful and invigorating ozone, but 
the ships th at bring the commerce of 
Europe here have brought also its alien 
and baneful finance, and our Congressional 
H ealth Officers neglected the quarantine, 
and, as a result, the gold “ grippe ”—m ore 
dangerous to our solvency than is the R us­ 
sian influenza to our health—has seized 
upon this land. W e come before you to­ 
night to consider the best m eans of avert­ 
ing the evils w hich threaten us. It is not 
w ithin the power of any of the subsidized 
essayists of gold m onom etallism to answer 
the argum ents or dispute the conclusions 
of Stuart Mill. Values m ust be m easured 
by money, and money m ust be measured 
by its own quantity in relation to values. 
Extrem e intiition of thecnrrency of a coun­ 
try m ay induce wild speculation and re­ 
su lt in a panic, disastrous m ainly to the 
speculators. 
Never was there less occasion for legis­ 
lative interference with natural economic 
laws than in 1873. F or eight years the 
people of this country had been enjoying 
unusual prosperity. 
Taere was no excuse for the anti-silver 
legislation. 
Germ any 
inaugurated 
the 
m ovem ent in order to increase the value 
of the vast sum s of gold which she extorted 
from France as a war indem nity. England 
participated in silver demonetization in 
order to stim ulate the production of wheat 
and cotton in India and decrease the price 
o f food and raw m aterial in Liverpool, 
and check the growth of her American 
rival. France and Italy acquiesced from 
necessity, and the United States joined 
Europe in closing the m ints of the world to 
silver, and so aided to reduce the export 
value of Am erican products, for a reason 
w hich is like unto Cain’s burial place in 
th at "no m an knoweth it to this day." 
It is claimed by those of charitablejudg- 
m ent that the silver dollar was om itted 
from the coinsge law of 1873 by accident.

Gold m onom etallism has produced u n ­ 
natural and disastrous conditions. 
It is 
the kraken of civilization w ith its devil’s 
t eak in Lcardon an I its sucking antenm e ever 
reaching for the throat e í American labor. 
It ¡3 1 he pitiless and undiscrim inating lar- 
eecist ef the ago. In seventeen years it has 
plundered the industry of the United States 
of thousands of m illions of dollars. It has 
robbed w ith unsectional im partiality the 
o tton-grow er of the South and the wheat- 
farm er of the N orth. It has filched from 
the earnings of the mechanic and th e sav­ 
ings of the clerk. I t has sweated the wages 
df the laborer and choked the debtor w ith 
'the garrote of double usury. 
Gold m oaouietallists liave for sixteen 
years been driving the productiveindustries 
of the country into a cul de sac 
W e desire 
no new nor unjust nor revolutionary m eas­ 
ure. 
W e intend only that this nation shall 
return to the honest money and safe policy 
of our fathers. 
We hope only to restore 
the bim etallism under which the civilized 
world prospered for hundreds of years. 
We desire to walk out of the deadfall into 
w hich Europe entrapped us seventeen years 
ago, and if'E urope refuses to follow us in 
restoring the free coinage of silver, we ex­ 
pect nevertheless to establish it as our 
American system of finance best suited to 
our Am erican civilization, and to be strong 
enough and self-reliant enough to say to 
the world with the proud Scotchman of old, 
“ W herever the McGregor sits, there is the 
head of the table.” 
If such a course shall bring disaster to 
Great Britain some of us will regret that 
fact, and others will indorse the sentim ent 
of the Irishm an who was compelled to 
propose a totst to the m other country, and 
who responded : 
"England ; here’s hop­ 
ing that she won’t miss any harm th at’s 
coming to her." 
I t is the habit of some m onometallic 
logicians to concede that the fall in the 
price of silver has caused u reduction in 
th e price of commodities. 
T he fundam ental error of m onom etal­ 
lism is m onometallism itself. There is no 
reason why the increased production of 
silver which began with the working of 
the Comstock lode in 1860, which extended 
to Colorado in 1878, and to M ontana three 
•years later, should have had any more 
effect upon the value cf gold than had the 
increased production of gold from 1S49 to 
I860 upou the value of silver. So long as 
the arts and the commerce of the world 
needed all the gold and all the silver pro­ 
duced, there was no necessity to dismiss 
either metal from service, or by force of 
legislation to change the relation of value 
which bad existed between them for many 
years. 
The BlaDd-Allison law has in sixteen 
years caused nearly one-half of the silver 
product of the U nited States, aud quite 
one-fourth of the silver product of the 
world during those years to be locked up 
in the United States Treasuries in the form 
of coined dollars. 
We, of the Pacific coast, and the W est, 
and the South, who dem and restoration of 
the people’s currency, are entirely in earn­ 
est. 
We intend to m ake our fight not w ith­ 
out but within the lines of existing polit­ 
ical organizations. W e regard the success 
of our cause as of more vital consequence 
to the homes of America than the trium ph 
or defeat of any other issue, or than the 
trium ph or defeat of either party. 
We propose that the long-continued and 
far-reaching injustice which England— 
plotting for cheap wheat—inflicted upon 
this country in 1873, shall cease. 
W e pro­ 
pose that gold and silver shall be equally 
available for the money of civilizttion. 
T he two metals have been friendly and 
alm ost inseparable companions since the 
dawn of creation. They have been classed 
as royal metals for thousands of years, and 
until 1873, the right of either to the purple 
was never questioned. Together they came 
from the rocks and placers of the new 
world, which the genius and peislstent 
conrage of Columbus gave to progress. To­ 
gether they freighted the argosies of Spain 
and stretched her scepter over half a world. 
Together they have been for 4C0 years the 
faithful and tireless lianii-maidens.of com­ 
merce, while she led hum anity out of 
poverty into comfort, out of ignorance into 
light, out of slavery into freedom, end to­ 
gether they should be perm itted to accom­ 
pany the further advance of the splendid 
army of civilization, and nid in carrying 
her lum inous banners into the dark places 
of earth.
